One Film Per 
Week Rejected 


By Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT, 

Two hundred and thirty-one films 
were cut by the Minister for Jus- 
tice under the provisions of Emer- 
gre Powers Orders last year. A 
urther 52 films—an average of one 
each week—were rejected in toto by 
the Minister. These facts are dis- 
closed in the annual return of the 
Irish Film Censor, released on 
Saturday. 

In all, a total of 1,661 films of 
a total length of 4,041,978 feet, were 
submitted to the Censor during the 
year. Of these, 1,217 were passed, 
362 pages the 231 cut by the 

ustice) were cut, and 
82 (including those which came 
under the Minister’s notice) banned. 

Interest and topical films pre- 
sented numbered 454, and educa- 
tional 22. Long films suffered ‘most 


severely at the hands of the official 


Censor and the Minister. Of the

cut and one rejected. 


Bacon Quota 


Increased 


‘An apparent improvement in the 
bacon position, indicated by the de- 
cision of the Pigs and Bacon Com- 
mission to increase the quota to 


wholesalers and retailers from 33 1-2 


per cent. in January to 45 per cent. 
during the present month, is due to 
the fact that a fairly good reserve of 
bacon has been built up against the 
seasonal scarcity which occurs 
around April and May. 

In fact, bacon production has not 
improved. The supply of Pigs. which 
had increased to over 8, weekly 
before Christmas, has fallen back to 
about five and a half thousahd.
